With increasing de- 
mands, the South will begin 
cutting more wood than it 
grows in the late °70’s 
if there is nochange in 
present levels of forest 
management, 

Farm forester Barton 
Williams says Alabama 
fits perfectly into thispro- 
jection for the Southern 
region, Tosupplytne needs 
of existing wood-using in- 
dustries, Alabama is cur- 
rently cutting 80 percent 
of its next annual growth, 

Alabama’s timber pro- 
duction at present is less 
than half the potential pos- 
sible through better mana- 
gement, The state has 
21.7 million acre incom- 
mercial timber production, 
but it only averages one- 
half cord per acre per 
year, With good forest 
management practices, the 
average production could 
be 1 to11/2 cords per 
year. 

Williams says the pro-
